The Columbia-Viking Desk Encyclope- 
dia, second edition, is a revision of the 
work originally published in 1953 under 
the same title and reviewed in Subscrip- 
tion Books Bulletin, April 1954. Both edi- 
tions are an abridgment of the second edi- 
tion of The Columbia Encyclopedia which 
was published in 1950. Columbia-Viking 
is slightly less than half the size of the 
parent volume. Many of the staff of The 
Columbia Encyclopedia also served on 
The Columbia-Viking Desk Encyclopedia. 
The second edition of The Columbia-Vik- 
ing also benefits from the “1957 revision 
of the parent volume” which was reviewed 
in The Booklist and Subscription Books 
Bulletin, November 15, 1957. 

According to the Preface, the proportion 
of articles not based on The Columbia En- 
cyclopedia “is considerably larger” than in 
the first edition, “though the bulk of the 
book consists of material that has been 
retained and revised.”

The 
editor-in-chief is the same for both, while 
the senior assistant editor of the second 
edition was a member of the staff of the 
first edition, as were eight other members 
of the second edition’s editorial staff. 

The purpose of the work as described 
in the Preface is “to present information 
in a brief and portable form—what might 
properly be called finger-tip information.” 
According to the book jacket there are 
“31,500 articles, hundreds are entirely 
new, and 5,250 entries have been substan- 
tially revised.” Information has generally 
been updated through 1959, and according 
to the Preface, in certain areas “the latest 
information available in January 1960” 
has been used. The emphasis on America 
has been kept but “thousands” of articles 
on European persons, places and things 
have been included. As a rule general 
survey articles as noted in the review of 
the first edition still are omitted. How- 
ever, brief survey articles under such 
headings as Canadian Literature, English; 
Canadian Literature, French; Chinese 


Architecture; Hindu Music; Japanese Art; 


and Icelandic Literature may be found. 

Entries in An, Di, Ka, No, and Ra were 
compared in the two editions. Twelve 
more entries by actual count are con- 
tained in the sections of the second edi- 
tion; many articles have been revised, 
and new entries included, while others 
have been omitted. Longer and/or more 
up-to-date articles can be found in the 
second edition for Anesthesia; Antibiotic 
Substances; Dionne Quintuplets; Kashmir; 
and Norway. Revision of entries resulted 
in changes in some headings in the second 
edition. For example, North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization is used instead of 
North Atlantic Treaty. New entries in- 
clude Anouilh, Jean; Dienbienphu; Kariba 
Dam (Rhodesia); Nobelium; and Rain

Making. The following entries have been 
omitted: Anderson, Alexander (American 
wood engraver); Division; Kalckreuth, 
Leopold Karl Walter, Graf von (German 
painter); and Range (grazing land). Bio- 
graphical articles contain birth and death 
dates through December 1959. 

Helpful in locating other material are 
the numerous cross references within 
articles indicated by the use of small capi- 
tals. No examples of blind references were 
found and only one inconsistency in form 
was noted. The second edition contains 
more see references in the _ sections 
checked, An, Di, Ka, No, and Ra, than the 
first. 

Generally, information appears accurate, 
up-to-date, and verifiable in other sources. 
Exceptions to this pertain to statistics on 
population and area for certain places. 
The Preface states “Figures for popula- 
tion are derived from the latest available 
census information.” For the United 
States this means the 1950 census of pop- 
ulation figures unless otherwise specified. 
Statistics for foreign countries present 
more of a problem. For example the 
population given for Brazil is 52,645,479. 
This figure does not agree with the 1950 
census figures. If the statistics quoted are 
not those of the latest official census, then 
the date or source of the 
should be given. Variations for other 
countries were noted also. The book 
jacket proclaims that the encyclopedia has 
been “enlarged and revised for the 1960's,” 
but it should be remembered that the 
population statistics are “curiously enough 
... the same as those in the First Edition” 
because there has been so little formal 
census taking in the 1950’s. 

Like the census figures for foreign 
countries, area statistics differ in some 
cases. Figures for Canada and its individ- 
ual provinces and territories, for instance,

Educational Director, Dept. 227-ED, Encyclopaedia Britannica, 425 N. Michigan, Chicago 11, Ill 





do not always agree with those in the 
Canadian Almanac and Directory for 1960 
(Vancouver: Copp Clark Pub. Co., 1960). 
When the statistics were compared vari- 
ances were noted for Manitoba, New 
Brunswick, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, 
end the country as a whole. The Preface 
says, “Figures for areas of countries, for 
altitudes of mountains, and for depths of 
the sea have also been adjusted to fit the 
latest information available in January, 
1960.” Again, some attempt should be 
made to identify sources and/or date of 
such statistical information. 

A list of illustrations followed by a list 
of maps, charts, tables, lists precedes the 
main body of the work. The list. of illus- 
trations contains the titles of each group 
with page references, but the descriptive 
material included with the list in the first 
edition has been omitted. Illustration 
headings in some cases have been 
changed; for example, the second edition 
lists “Architecture” while in the earlier 
edition the same illustration was entitled 
“Elements of Architecture.” New illus- 


trations include “Atmosphere, Earth, and 


Space,” “Embryology,” and “Geologic 
Eras.” Illustrations contained in the first 
edition but not in the second are “Devel- 
opment of Armor,” “House-Building 
Terms,” and “Vehicles.” The illustration 
“Sports Fields” contains dimensions of 
playing areas for football, soccer, baseball, 
hockey, and tennis. Perhaps another edi- 
tion will include the dimensions of a 
basketball court which would be of inter- 
est to many Americans. Illustrations are 
black-and-white line drawings grouped 
by subject rather than placed with the 
individual entry. The edition under re- 
view contains eight more pages of illus- 
trations than the first edition. 

Maps, Charts, Tables, Lists are listed 
separately preceding the main body of 
the work. Maps consist of two global 
maps, The Atlantic World and The Pacific 
World, in buff and blue on the front and 
back end papers plus eight black, gray, 
and white maps. The latter group includes 
maps of the six continents and two new 
ones, the Polar Regions and the United 


States. Even with these additional maps, 
since only the most important places are 
shown, it is still necessary to use an atlas 
in order to locate the hundreds of places 
described in the encyclopedia. Revisions 
have been made to show changes in geo- 
graphical boundaries through 1959, espe- 
cially noticeable in the map of Africa. 

For the first time, charts are “used to 
present graphic material” in four areas, 
namely, “Benzene Ring Compounds,” 
“Cabinet of the U.S. President,” “Carbo- 
hydrates,” and “Protein and Amino 
Acids.” The material on the cabinet pro- 
vides in effect an organization chart giv- 
ing the name of each department in the 
cabinet, date of founding, and names of 
agencies under the department’s jurisdic- 
tion. 

Table headings, “Elements,” “Geologic 
Eras,” “Language: Linguistic Families,” 
“National Parks and Monuments,” “Nobel 
Prizes,” and “Weights and Measures,” are 
the same in both editions but the material 
has been updated in some cases. 

Lists have been revised and brought 
up-to-date. For example, the death date 
of Pius xm and the name of the present 
Pope, John xx, are included in the list 
“The Popes” to be found under the head- 
ing Papacy. The suggestion to include 
“Birthstones” made in the Committee’s 
review of the first edition has been 
adopted. The list under Stain removal in 
the first edition is not repeated in the 
second edition. 

Pronunciation is shown for many en- 
tries and the complete pronunciation key 
is located on both the front and back end 
papers. No bibliographies are given. En- 
tries vary in length from two lines to over 
two columns. References to book, chapter, 
and verse in the Bible are given for many 
Bible entries. See references to illustra- 
tive material appear in many entries. 

Entries in boldface with hanging inden- 
tion stand out clearly. The print is easy 
to read with two columns to a page. No 
typographical errors were noted. It is 
sturdily bound to withstand constant use, 
the regular edition in a gray cloth. The 
paper is opaque and durable while the
